In the claims: 
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Claims 17 and 19 have been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does 
not disclose or fairly suggest a radiation emitting device wherein the radiation is optically 
coupled to and emitted via shaped bristles so as to irradiate within an oral cavity and the device 
further comprises a thermally conductive element for extracting heat from the radiation emitter. 
U.S. Patent 6,862,771 teaches irradiation of an oral cavity via bristles and U.S. Patent 
Application Publication US 2003/0163884 teaches various shapes of bristles optically coupled to 
a radiation source, however, neither teach the removal of the heat produced by the emitter with 
a thermally conductive device and fluid transfer medium.
